condensed Decisions of the Sapreme 
Court, May term, 1869, Reported for 
the Appeal by 1. Clay Hing, Pay. 


20. W. Porter et al. va, John R 
Jones, from the Hardin Chaacery Court. 
Yue defendant, Jones, purchased of one 
‘homes Peay a promissory note for $2200, 
purporting to be nade by Robt. Hardin, 
for which Jones paid Peay #2000, Hare 
dion denied having executed the note, 
and propounced itaforgery. Thereupon 
Jones procured a warrani:‘rom # magia- 
trate and had Peay arrested on «a charge 
of forgery. While Peay was in thecus. 
tody of an officer it was egreed between 
him and Jones and the complainants, E. 
W. Porter and W. H. Cherry, tbat Por- 
ter and Cherry should give to Jones 
thelr joint note for $1000, and that in 
consideration thereof that Jonea should 
direct the reloase of Pesy from custody. 
From the circumstances the Court is 


forced to the conclusion that the com- 
pounding of the felony was the real con- 
sideration of the nots, Upon the exccu- 
tion of the note Peay was released by or- 
der of Juoes, and has never again been 
arrested or prosecuted. J.unoes com- 
menced an aciion atlaw in the Circuit 
Court, in which three mistriais have 
been bad, in cousequences of the fallure 
of the jurivs to egrea upon a veriict. 
The defendants in an action at law filed 
this bill in Chancery, alleging substan- 
tielly tae above facts, and that the note 
is void for illegality of consideration ; 
“that withou: a disc.very of sume of the 
f.ctsin relation {fo ssid Megal. contract 
froma Jones, Wich: exolusively- witbe 
in Lis knowledge ..rd the knowledge of 
complainant, defenee is groatly 
tramweled, ond a decision in a court of 
law upon said cause ia not likely to be ob- 
tained, and cociplainapts are greatly an- 
noyed &ud harrassed by the prosecution 
of said suif.’’ 

Tho prayer of the bill is that tho cuit 
atlaw be perpetually erjoined and for 
general relief. 

The defendants to the bill demurred, 
and assigned two causes of demurrer ; 
Ist. The exiatence cf an unembarrassed 
remedy at law; and 2d. That thse com- 
plainants were equally guilty in the ilte 
wel transaction, aud uot entitled to any 
relief in equliy. 

Ha!d, Audrews, Judge, delivering the 
opinion of the Court: That a note whose 
Cousideration is the compounding of a 
felony, is absolutely void. Viuceut vs. 
Groom, 1 Yer. 430. : 

The defect in a remedy at law may be 
either in some obgtrustion to tio pro- 
ceedings of the Court cf law, which the 
aid of a Court of equity ia required to re- 
move; or it may be in the want o? power 
in 8 Court of law to give its final, com- 
plete and adc quate relief, which is with- 
in the power of a Court of Chancery. 
The lattsr defect is equally with the for- 
mer aground of chancery jurisdiction. 
Ifthe complainant’s case rests wholly 
upon the necessity for to 
bie him to make his defense at iaw, then 
he must show by hia bill that such dis- 
covery is material to his defence. But 
if the relief to which heis entitled is sub- 
riantive relief beyond that which a 
Court of law can give upon full proof of 
ali tis facts, then he need not sileve the 
necessity of discovery as a ground of ju- 
risdiction.
